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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish 
brush and woods fires is glad to report a good year of for- 
est protection in 1948. In spite of danger conditions 
nearly equalling at times those of 1947 when great losses 
were suffered in New Hampshire and New England, fire 
damage and loss this year have been gratifyingly low. 


With the continuing cooperation of all the people, we 
can hope to have another successful year in 1949. Let us 
remember that in any year, over 90% of all fires are caus- 
ed by carelessness and that all of these man-caused fires 
are preventable. 


_ Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland than 
for many years in the past. Smokers, campers and tour- 
ists who use our outdoors are also more numerous than 
ever before. We must therefore be ready for fires which 
might occur but, above all, prevention by everyone is the 
greatest need. 


A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will 
help, as follows: 


(1) Always get a written permit from the warden 
before kindling a fire outdoors when the ground is not 
covered with snow. 


(2) If you smoke, always extinguish matches and 
tobacco before dropping or throwing them down. In auto- 


mobiles, always use ash trays. 


(3) Report fires and smokes to the warden without 
delay. 
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The observance of these and other simple rules will 
go far to insure safety from fire damage and your coopera- 
tion in this way is earnestly solicited.

AUDIT BY STATE TAX COMMISSION 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled 
checks were compared with supporting invoices and pay- 
rolls as well as entries in the books of record. Receipts. 
were checked by source insofar as possible, totals of re- 
ceipts and expenditures verified and classification of ac- 
counts noted. 


It is to be noted that appropriation overdrafts for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1947 amounted to $5,209.58, the unex- 
pended balance of appropriations $1,112.74, resulting in a 
net overdraft of appropriations of $4,096.84. The appro- 
priation accounts in which the larger overdrafts took place 
were as follows: 


Town Maintenance $1,379.60 
Old Age Assistance 1,212.11 
Town Shed 1,213.55 
Town Hall 403.61 


In the case of the town shed the amount expended 
represented the amount of the overdraft inasmuch as 
there was no appropriation made for this purpose. The 
Selectmen explained to the auditors the reasons why it 
became necessary to incur the overdrafts as above stated, 
and there is no reason to doubt that these expenditures 
might properly be classed as “emergency” expenditures as 
defined in Chapter 52 of the Revised Laws, the Municipal 
Budget Law. Under the provisions of this law, however, 
it became the duty of the Selectmen, knowing that an 
emergency existed, to make application to the Tax Com- 
mission for a certificate of emergency authorizing them 
to make such expenditures. This action was not taken 
by the Board. 


Treasurer's Accounts 


The Treasurer issues seperate treasurer’s checks in 
payment of Selectmen’s orders. It is reccommended that 
instead of the present procedure the Treasurer counter- 
sign the Selectmen’s orders (with the name of the deposi- 
tary bank indicated thereon) which thereby become ne- 
gotiable checks. This removes the possibility of there 
being any difference between the amount of the order and 
the check. It also provides for the same numerical se- 
quence for vouchers and order-checks. It has been the 
custom for the Treasurer, in some instances, to cash Se- 
lectmen’s orders after payee had indorsed the order. Such 
orders did not go through the bank. It is approved pro- 
cedure for the Treasurer to cash properly endorsed town 
checks out of available funds but such checks should in 
all cases be deposited in the bank so that all receipts and 
expenditures will be reflected in the bank account. 


Library Expenditures 


The Town Treasurer issues checks on account of bills 
presented for payment from time to time by the Library 
Trustees. At the end of the year the Selectmen draw 
one order for all bills paid during the year. It is reccom- 
mended that bills of this sort be first approved by the 
Library Trustees and then given to the Selectmen to be 
paid through the issuance of regular town orders and 
checks. 


Tax Collector 


The use of two of the prescribed forms by the Tax 
Collector was reccommended. These are (1) the loose 
leaf columnar Cash Book and (2) the standard form of 


Collector’s report to the Treasurer. The loose leaf Cash 
Book provides for the segregation of property and poll 


taxes, interest, and redemptions from tax sales by years 
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of levy. The standard form of Collector’s report trans- 
mits this information to the Treasurer in like manner. 


Conclusion 


The accounts of all town officers which we examined 
were found in good condition and the accounting proced- 
ure, with exceptions as herein noted, conformed to the 
standards prescribed by this Division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939 require that this report or a summary of its essen- 
tial features shall be published in the next annual town 
report. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Sutton for their assistance during the course of the audit.

To the inhabitants of the School District in the Town of 
Sutton, qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in. 
said district on the 5th day of March, 1949 at 8:00 P. M.. 
in the evening, to act on the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


4. 'To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of 
any other officer or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors, and Committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the district will vote to make any altera- 
tion in the amount of money required to be assessed for 
the ensuing year for the support of public schools and the 
payment of statutory obligations of the district, as de- 
termined by the school board in it’s annual report. 
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9. To see if the school district will vote to provide 
high school transportation, and that the sum of ($1,600) 
sixteen hundred dollars be raised. This will cover only 
part of the cost of transportation, and will be paid on a 
pro-rata basis. 


10. To see if the district will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum not to exceed $40,000. to construct and 
equip a new central school, and in order to provide such 
funds to authorize the school board to issue and sell in 
the name and on the credit of the district serial notes or 
bonds in the amount not exceeding $40,000., such notes 
or bonds to be issued pursuant to Chapter 72 of the re- 
vised Laws of New Hampshire and any amendments ap- 
plicable hereto; time and place of payment of the princi- 
pal and interest, rate of interest, and all other matters in 


connection with the financing of the project to be left to 
the discretion of the school board. 


11. To see if the District will authorize the School 
Board to make application for and to receive, in the name 
of the district, such advances, grants-in-aid or other funds 
for educational purposes as may now or hereafter be forth- 
coming from the Federal Works Agency, or other U. 5S.

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REPORT OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 
BUILDING COMMTTEE 


The Central School Building Committee has spent 
a great deal of time and effort working on two major 
problems. The first of raismg money, the second of de- 
ciding on the type of building which will best fit the 
needs of the children of Sutton, and yet fit the size of 
our pocketbook. 


The lot of land has been purchased from Mr. Harry 
L. Chadwick, the deed has been recorded at the Registry 
of Deeds and is now in the hands of the School Board. 
Furthermore the lot has been surveyed by the architect 
and plans have been drawn for a central school building 
with four class rooms, kitchen, teachers room, boiler room 


and toilet rooms, to be built with steel frame and cinder 


blocks faced with bricks. The present estimated cost of 
the building is $53,500.00 including equipment, drilled 
well and rough grading. The committee feels that, at the 
present time, this will be too much money for the School 
District to raise. However, there is a ray of hope. 


At the present time there are bills in the United 
States Congress which will provide help for individual 
communities in carrying on their educational programs 
and to aid in the cost of building construction. This will 
be similar to the programs carried on in the middle thirties 
by the Public Works Administration with this important 
difference, it is hoped that this money will come through 
the State Department of Education so that some of the ob- 
vious difficulties will be eliminated. If such a program is 
adopted by the Federal Government, we, in Sutton, 
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should be ready for it. 


Here is our present financial situation. It appears that 
it will cost $53,500.00 to construct and equip the building 
which we now have under consideration. Of that amount 
we expect to raise $13,500.00 from pledges and donations, 
sale of the present school buildings, a part of the F. E. 
Nelson Fund, and money already appropriated and now 
in the town treasury. This leaves a balance of $40,000.00 
to be raised by local taxation and from grants by State 
or Federal Agencies. No one knows at the present time 
how much these grants will be. It may be $10,000.00, it 
may be $20,000.00, or it may be on a percentage _ basis 
up to 45% of the cost of construction. In order to be 
ready for whatever may happen, the Central School Build- 
ing Committee has set up the following course of action. 


The School Board has included in its warrant all the 
articles necessary for the construction of a Central School. 
It recommends that all these articles be passed with the 
exception of Article 10. When Article 10 is brought up for 
consideration, a motion should be made that it be laid 
on the table, and then, when the motion to adjourn is in 
order, that motion should be to adjourn to a specific date, 
time and place. If the Federal or State Government makes 
funds available this spring, then the School District Meet- 
ing can reconvene at the specified time, obviating the 
necessity of calling a special meeting, to decide how much 
money will need to be raised by local taxation to build 
our Central School.

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Any annual report of the Superimtendent, by its very 
nature, must cover three school years. There is the report 
for the school year 1947-1948 which was only half finished 
when the last report was made; the report for 1948-1949 
which is about half over and the school year of 1949-19590 
for which a budget has to be drawn up and acted upon in 
this coming school meeting. One can only wish that a 
crystal ball were an effective way of predicting the future. 


The number of pupils enrolled in the Sutton elemen- 
tary school in 1947-1948 was one hundred ten (110). The 
present enrollment at this time (January) is ninety-three. 
The number for next year will be about the same unless a 
large number of families move in or out. This year we 
have had a drop in enrollment which is very unusual in 
these times of increasing enrollment all over the country. 


The need for a new school building has not by any 
means decreased during the past year. The buildings are 
certainly no better than they were a year ago. There 
certainly should be some sort of a building which will meet 
the minimum requirements. If the people of Sutton want 
the extra things such as an auditorium and gymnasium, 
these could be added at a later date, but the immediate 
need is adequate class rooms to house our children. 


Two towns in the Union officially added high school 
transportation to their budget. One other town has been 
providing high school transportation for a year on an un- 
official basis. ‘Two other towns are going to consider the 
matter at their annual meeting. I know, for many fami- 
lies, it is a hardship to pay for the high school transporta- 
tion. | 


The State Department of Education is advocating the co- 
operative school plan which for this Area, might well be 
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grades 7-12. Several of the towns have already set up 
committees to study the possibility of such a plan. I 
think there is fairly common agreement among educators 
that the plan is not going to be accepted unless there is 
financial assistance on the cost of construction from the 
state or national level. 

The shortage of elementary teachers is still very acule 
aud no prospects of being relieved very soon. Miss C. 
Jane Halstead was forced to resign because of ill health 
but we were fortunate in securing Mrs. Blanche Rand 
Robinson to replace her. 

I have enjoyed working with the School Board, teach- 
ers and building committee. It is unfortunate that I have 
been unable to attend the P. T. A. meetings as I did last 
year. However, it comes the evening on which I have a 
regular scheduled board meeting which I must attend. I 
would be happy to come to any special meeting that was 
held provided I was notified ahead of time.
